Committee Recommends That Wear- 
ing of Mourning Be Discarded 
and Suggests Other Re- 
forms—Matter Before 
Association. 


the meeting this morning of the 


' Evangelical Ministers’ Association at the 

First Baptist chorch a proposition will 
be presented to that body seeking the 
aGoption of reforms in the conduct of 
funerals, as is now in vogue in Atianta. 
One of these reforms is the discarding of 
the wearing of mourning. 

The proposed reforms will be incorpo- 
rated in resolutions, which will be pre- 
sented by the Presbyterian ministers of 
the city. At the request of the Presby- 
terfan Ministers’ Association Dr. A. R. 
Holderby read a paper before the organ- 
ization on this subject and the paper, 
which contained several recommendations 
regarding funeral reforms, was indorsed. 

A special committee, composed of Dr. 
Holderby, chairman; Dr. J. G. Patton, 
pastor of Decatur Presbyterian church, 
and Dr. G. W. Bull, pastor of the West 
End Presbyterian church, was appointed 
to draft resolutions for submission to 
the Ewangelical Ministers’ © Association. 
These resolutions will this morning be 
first submitted to the Presbyterian min- 
isters and after action by them will be 
presented to the general association. It 
is the desire of the Presbyterian minis- 
ters to secure the cooperation of ali local 
ministers, in order that the reforms will 
be in force generally. 

Eeforms Suggested.’ 

The following reforms are suggested. in 
the resolutions: 

That funeral sermons and orations be 
discarded; that there be no eulogy of 
the dead except in extraordinary cases: 
that there be less extravagance in the 
conduct of funerals; that the practice of 
wearing mourning be discouraged; that 
no funeral services or burials be con- 
ducted on the Sabbath except in cases 
of* emergency, and that the removal of 
hats at the grave be discouraged. 

The first two recommendations are fa- 

vored on the ground that funeral ser- 
mons and eulogies are unnecessary and 
that they often place a minister in an 
embarrassing position. The practice of 
wearing mourning is objected to on the 
ground that it is unbecoming a Christian; 
that it is a heathenish custom, that it fs 
no special mark of respect to the dead, 
that the wearing of heavy mourning 
is injurious to health, and that it is an 
unnecessary. faunting of grief before the 
world. Objection is raised to the re- 
moval of hats at the grave because it 
is considered an unnecessary exposure, 
likely to result in sickness. 
This is the first time the question of 
funeral reforms has been before the At- 
lanta ministers. Several northern cities, 
however, have taken up the matter and 
have instituted similar reforms to those 
proposed for this city.

Committee of ‘Forty-Nine. 

A committee of forty-nine citizens was 
appointed by former Mayor Mims to 
make a general revision of the charter 
of Atlanta. About ome year ago, lack- 
ing thirty days, this committee printed its 
report, which made sOme radical changes 
in the organic law, changes that were 
in the main displeasing to the majority 
of the members of council Then coun- 
cil appojnted a charter revision commit- 
tee, with Councilman James L. Key as 
chairman, to make a general revision of 
the general revision charter of the com- 
mittee of forty-nine. The council com- 
mittee did its werk so thoroughly that 
ooo it had finished revising the cbarter 

of the committee of forty-nine, the pro- 
posed new organic law looked like an 0 
with the rim chiseled off. 

‘Conference committees of the two char- 
ter revision committees were appointed, 
bat they failed to agree, and jt was 
finally decided to leave the matter to 
the senator from this district and the 
three loca] members of the house of rep- 
resentatives. The four members heard ar- 
guments from the two committees and 
decided that it was best to postpone action 
until the June session of the legisia- 
ture. 


The New Committee. 


At the beginning of this year Mayor 
Howell appointed a new charter revision 
committee, which was supposed to con- 
sider both the proposed new charters 
and reconcile them, if possible. Of tiie 
new committee Councilman Key is chair- 
man. 

The new committee hag decided upon 
two things: First. that there must be 
no extension of the city limits until the 
year 198, and, second, that it is unneces- 
Sary to rearrange the ward lines of the 
city. 

This havins been done; some members 
were in favor of reporting to council to 
the effect that no ,general revjsion of 
the charter {is needed at this time. Other 
members, however, thought that it would 
not be showing proper respect to council 
to make a report without having done the 
work assigned to the committee. This 
appeared to meet with the approval of che 
other members and the cgmmittee ad- 
journed., 

Since then the subject of charter re- 
vision has not been discussed. It appears 
to have gone by default. Certain it is 
that there is no enthusiastic support of 
oat proposition among members of coun- 
cil. 

Some of the more active of the mem- 
bers of the committee of forty-nine have 
announced that they will go before the 
legisiature during its June session and 
insist upon the adoption of the first pro- 
posed new charter. If that is done, it is 
probable that councilmen will again be 
‘active.

Meliville.

Both of them claim the vi- 
tery, and the friends of each declare that 
he will recetve thirteen votes. 

The race is-in some respects decided- 
ly unique, for the reason that Mr. Smith 
did not regularly enter it until last Fri- 
day. At that time a meeting was held, 
at which it was decided that all pledges 
by members of council be declared off, 
and that a “new deal’ be given. When 
this was decided upon, Mayor Pro Tem. 
LaHatte announced that he would nom- 
inate Mr. Smith and vote for him, al- 
though he had previously been pledged 
to Dr. Curtis. Councilmen Harwell and 
Terre] decided to nominate and vote for 
Dr. Curtis. Other members of council 
were free to make new pledges and 
there was much hustling done to have 
them seen before the day for the elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Smith’s Statement. 

Mr. Smith last evening made the fol- 
lowing statement regarding his cam- 
paign: ‘ ) 

“I have had but very little to do. with 
my campaign, as the whole matter has 
been and is now in the hands of my 
friends. I agreed to make the race, and 
if elected to give the city my best ser- 
vices as water commissioner. Concern- 
ing my chances for election, I have noth- 
ing to say beyond the fact that I am 
perfectly satisfied with the situation, and 
I believe that I will be elected to fill fhe 
unexpired term of C. A. Barrett.’’ 

Matters Before Council. 

Other matters of interest will arise dur- 
ing the session of council this afternoon. 
Athong them will be the ordinance which 


| makes a change in the present laws re- 


garding the sinking fund. The local gov- 
ernment paid this year and has been pay- 
ing for several years to the sinking fund 
commission more money than is required 
by law and more than is necessary to re- 
tire the bonds issued by the municipality 
since the constitutional convention of 1877, 
when the sinking fund section was put 
into the constitution. 

Each year the sinking fund commission 
spends the money that is given it in re- 
deeming bonds of the municipality. In 
the past the interest on these redeemed 
bonds. has been paid the commission, and 
in this way a much larger amount than 
Was necessary or than was required by 
law has been paid out by the city. It is 
now proposed to save this interest money 
and put it into permanent improvements. 
That is the ordinance that will be intro- 
duced this afternoon. It was presented 
during the last session of the finance com- 
mittee by Alderman Inman and goes to 
council this afternoon with the approval 
of that committee. 

Another ordinance of interest is one in- 
troduced by Councilman ‘Turner, which 
will come from the ordinance committee, 
of which Councilman Winn is chairman. 
This will provide that persons with ob- 
noxious odors on their clothes be pre- 
vented from riding on the street cars 
inside the city limits. The measure is 
aimed principally at negroes who work 
in guano factories and who stampede 
passengers on street cars when the ne- 
groes ride from their working pleces to 
their hemes. 

Several measures will be presented by 
the various @ommittees, but it appears 
entirely likely that there will be only 
brief discussiong upon them and a short 
session of the’ body is expected. 


RAILWAY OVER THE ANDES. 


Chilean Congress Passes Bill for a 
Road ‘Across Continent. 

Washington, May 3.—In a report to the 
state department, Consul Mansfield, at 
Vaipartiso, says that during the last ses- 
sion of tbe Chilean congress a bill was 
passed which provided for the consiruc- 
tion of a railway over the Andes moun- 
tains to connect Buenos Ayres with San- 
tiago and Valparaiso. This wilil be the 
first line to cross the continent of Souin 
America. ¥ 

The Argentine government is building 
a railroad from Buenos Ayres, which 1s 
to eonnect with the line from, Valparaiso. 
Work is being pushed on both sides of 
the mountains and it is expected the line 
will be completed within a few years. 
An enormous tunnel is a part of the 
project.

Berlin, May 3.—The treubles of the sul- 
tan are multiplying at a repid rate. It 
is now plain that a secret understanding 
has been reached by Austria and Russia.

An Austrian squadron reached Salonica 
yesterday and when the news was’ car- 
ried to the sultan he was almost driven 
frantic. The Albanians are fully deter- 
mined to obtain absolute autonomy anda 
Russian army may cross the Turkish 
frontier at any day. 

The many ominous signs that have 
reached the sultan have produced no good 
effect upon that pnotentate’s temper. Ile 
has become very suspicious, and every 
day some palace official loses his head 
because his master fears treachery. The 
entire official household is in deadly ter- 
ror, as the sultan suspects every one. 
and during the past few days several 
men who were considered close to 
him have been executed.

Dresden, May 3.—The Deutscher An- 

esiedler newspaper (German Emigrant) be- 
wails the fact that ‘‘German national in- 
fluence in Brazil is threatened by Amer- 
ican missionaries, who fill German set- 
tlers with longings for the great repub- 
lic and make them lose their regard for 
the fatherland. The Missouri synod,” it 
says, “is particularly active, and now 
has nine missionaries in the very heart 
of the German*strongnold.

AUTHOR MARCEL PREVOST 
I$ HERO OF THREE DUELS 


Paris, April 18—Alexander Dumas used 
to maintaine that a novelist was all the 
better equipped for story telling by hav- 
ing personally experienced the sort of 
life whereof he wrote. The author of “The 
Three Musketeers” lived up to his creed, 
and in his day there were few men in 
Paris more ready than he to take sword 
in hand on the slightest pretext, to dine 
lavishly and drink freely, or to pay court 
to a pretty woman in exactly the manner 
of Porthos or of Chicot. Captain Marryat 
held the same belief, and so did the late 
G. A. Henty—whose biography, when it 
is written, will read curiously like the sort 
of story he best liked to tell—and so, 
perhaps, does Marcel Provost, the bril- 
liant French novelist whose recent elec- 
tion to the presidency of the Society of 
Men of Letters in France attracted much 
less attention than the attempt to shoot 
him made last week by a French woman 
of fashion, and Prevost’s subsequent 
‘meeting’? with the lady’s brother. 

It. is true that M. Prevost’s novels— 
‘Les Demi-Vierges,” “Frederique’’ and 
the rest—far from dealing with such stren- 
uous doings as those recorded by Dumas, 
Marryat and Henty—have to do with the 


the world’ in Paris today. But no one who 
has read the story of the distinguished 
novelist’s alleged intrigue with Mile. Em- 
ma Thouret—who left her carriage to try 
to shoot Prevost—his method of terminat- 
ing it, and his duel with M. Thouret in 
the Bois de Boulogne can accuse M. Pre- 
vost of a lack of familiarity with the 
very sort of thing that he puts into his 
romances. 

What might be described as the “‘litera- 
ry interest’? of the affair is quite apart 
from Prevost’s reputation as a man of 
letters, and centers In a remarkable se- 
ries of letters written to the novelist by 
the woman he had jilted, and constructed 
with a literary skill which, ironically 
enough, was the result of her long ac- 
quaintance with him. P 

Besides being a woman of means, Mlle. 
Thouret is a direct descendant of the 
famous politician Thouret, who was pres- 
ident of the national assembly during the 
revolution and who died on the scaffold 
in 1794. The Thourets move in the best 
circle and when Mile. Emma's brother 
fought Prevost the other day, he was 
supported by .Baron Schwartz. It was 
nine years ago that she and Prevost met. 
The novelist wooed Mile. Thouret in her 
own home and with the consent of her 
parents. Then, say the now wretched* wo- 
man and her friends, he betrayed her, 
and thelr association lasted until the writ- 
er cast her off, declaring that ‘‘there 
was another” woman in his life.” 

The jilted woman says she tried to see 
Prevost, but that he left Paris to avoid 
her. Then she resolved.to commit suicide, 
but her mother saved her and persuaded 
her to leave bome for a while. She re- 
turned to Paris recently to find that Pre- 
vost had married another woman. Then 
it was that she determined to take his 
life, feeling that even if she did not suc- 
ceed in doing so, she would call public 
attention to the way in which she declares 
he has treated her. She planned to kill 
him in his hour of triumph, at the. en- 
trance 6f the building of the Societe des 
Gens de Letires, which, as she knew, Nhe 
was to visit to be reelected to the presi- 
dency of the society. So she lay in wait 
for him and fired two shots at him with 
a pistol, both of which went wide. It must 
be said for M. Prevost’s nerve that he 
apparently was not much disturbed by the 
attempt on his life, for he went quietly 
into the election hall and behaved 
throughout tahe ceremony as if nothing 
had happened. Mile. Thouret was arrested 
promptly, but Prevost refused to prose- 
cute her. This, much to her disappoint- 
ment, as she was anxious to have the 
whole story of his alleged perfidy told 
in court. 

The novelist was challenged almost im- 
mediately by Tony Thouret, Mille. Thou- 
ret’s brother, and the duel was fought 
at Neuilly, just out of Paris. Prevost 
was seconded by Paul Hervieu, the play- 
wright who wrote ‘“‘Theroigne de Meri- 
court’ for Sarah Bernhardt, and swords 
were used. Prevost is an expert fencer, 
his opponent knows almost nothing about 
the rapier, and the affair ended when, 
after a fierce struggle in which Thouret 
fought bravely, he received a wound in 
the right arm. He wished to go on, but 
the. doctors forbade it. 

On the whole, Prevost is seen to more 
advantage on “the field of honor’ than 
he appears in those passoinate but beau- 
tifully phrased letters,:-which his former 
sweetheart wrote to hime after he had 
decided to see her no more. 

“Ah, Marcel,’ she says, ‘“‘what bitter 
pain, what shame in the admission of 
weakness, to tell thee that each moment, 
night and day, my heart yearns toward 
thee in quenchless love, thee who art 
now so faithless. But, Marcel,.thou has 
beaten the anvil too often, thou hast 
crushed my heart ‘these nine long years. 
If thou thinkest that flight and silence, 
failing my,death by my own hand, can 
forever close our. story, thou art mis- 
taken. 

‘Life, Marcel, unless we hasten death, 
does not close as in fiction, where we 
marshal our characters as if they were 
wax works. Perhaps it is possible for 
thee to close the book at thy will, and 


to think of its contents no more. But 
for me life is woven with the dishonored 
| past, with my lost reputation, and I tell 

thee it has needed all the ardor of my 
| love and all my faith in a WA to enable 
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in any contest, one must be well equipped in Health, Strength and Energy. 
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me to bear the agony of it, even when I 
believed in tnee.’’ 

And when Prevost had published, in The 
Figaro, a somewhat sarcastic article call- 
ed, “Vieille Fille,”’ which might be trans- 
lated “Old Maid,’ Mile. Thouret wrote 
him a letter which contained this touch- 
ing passage: ‘‘As for me, monsieur, I 
am not a ‘Vieille Fille,’ nor a divorced 
woman, nor a willow. You have made 
me a being without moral or social sex, 
as you fortunately did not succeed in 
making me a stray sheep. I stand before 
life as before an empty safe plundered by 
a criminal, but nevertheless my existence 
has an aim, namely, that of never pardon- 
ing the person who has wrought me 
evil,”’ 

M. Prevost, who before he became a 
novelist, was a civil engineer in the 
French state tobacco factories, is now 
31. Paradoxically, though his first book 
was called ‘“he Confessions of a Lover,”’ 
his latest, “‘Letters to Francoise,’’ con- 
sists of advice to young girls as to the 
ordering of their lives! In France M. 
Prevost holds a distinguished position as 
a writer. Already president of the So- 
Men of Letters, he is regarded 
as one of the most eligible candidates 
for membership in the French academy. 


SIR HENRY’S THEATER 
SOON 10 BE AUCTIONED 


Special Correspondence. 

London, April 18.—It is rather an ironie 
coincidence that within a day or two of 
Sir Henry Irving’s great production of 
“Dante” at Drury Lane, the veteran ace» 
tor’s old theater, the Lyceum, is to be 
sold at auction. The famous playhouse, 
which has been standing just off the 
Strand for close on a century and which 
now has to ‘“‘move on’’ because it has 
grown old-fashioned, has had a remark- 
able history. 

In later ,years the home in London of 
the Shakespearan drama, it began as the 
original exhibition place of Madame 
Tussaud's celebrated wax works, which. 
then, had just come’ to England. After- 
wards it "was an opera house, where, in 
time of ‘stress, variety performances not 
much superior to ordinary circuses were 
given. Years before Irving trod _ the 
stage of the Lyceum a ‘“‘human fly’’ trod 
its ceiling. At the old playhouse the 
Bancrofts presented Tom Robertson's 
comedies. 

Many Americans have been associated 
with the theaters. The first was the fa- 
mous. “‘Colonel’’ Bateman, who gained 
fame in the United States as a showman 
and who took the Lyceum to introduce 
his talented daughter to London. Edwin 
Booth appeared at the Lyceum, acting 
with Sir Henry Irving. Later Robert 
Taber, Kyrle Rellew and Ethel Barry- 
more have been members of the knight's 
forees..” 

The theater's last successful production 
was ‘Sherlock Holmes” with William 
Gillette as the star. At the Lyceum Irv- 
ing made his first hit—as Matthias in 
“The Bells.”” A young actor, who never 
before had done anything of note, he and 
the play were put on as a mere “stop 
gap” pending a production for which bet- 
ter things were hoped. 

Ellen Terry’s first venture since she 
broke off with Irving seems to promise 
fair success, although it is the general 
opinion that Tbsen’s early drama, ‘“‘The 
Vikings,’’ in which she opened her sea- 
son in Mrs. Langtry’s gorgeous theater. 
the Imperial. is hardly calculated to show 
off to the best advantage the qualities 
that give Ellen Terry her greatest charm. 
A lot of innovations were introduced in 
the scenery by the actress’ son. Gordon 
Craig. The footlights were replaced by 
an ingenious lighting from above and 
there were various other inventions of 
technical interest which when they are 
fully developed may lead to something of 
a revolution in the fine art of st&#ge set- 
ting and lighting.

LIFELESS WEEK 
ON’ EXCHANGES 


In London and Berlin Stocks 
Were Not So Much 
in. Demand, 


Berlin, May 3.—The boerse was dull last 
week and trading was light in all de- 
partments. Values were nearly station- 
ary. With the. exception of Turks and 
Portuguese, domestic and foreign loans 
ettracted little interest. Portuguese were 
strong upon the flotation of the Bengule 
railroad stock in England and the ad- 
vantage Portugal is expected to reap 
from England’s financial] backing. 

The industrial market was lifeless, the 
feeling being that quotations are already 
as high as the business recuperation war- 
rants. Irons weakened upon the iron- 
mongers report that the American mar- 
ket representing the demand for Steel, 
was weakening. 

Monday’s payments of the German loan, 
in connection with the monthly settle- 
ment, caused an unusual demand for 
money and high rates ruled on short 
loans. 

The®statement of the reichsbank shows 
an unusual expansion of discounts 
through raising money for loan subscrip- 
tions. With the exception of Amsterdam 
foreign rates of exchange are tending 
downward. 

Light Business at London. 

London, May 3.—Business on the stcck 
exchange was so slight last week as to 
be heardly worth mentioning. The week 
was marked by inertia; every one, public 
und professionals alike, awaiting the an- 
rouncement of the terms of the Trans- 
vaal loan, which is expected this weex. 
The successful flotation of this popular 
loan will, it is believed, afford the stim- 
ulus necessary to inaugurate improve- 
rent in the tone and volume of business. 
The Americans, following Wall street, 
were intermittent. In fact, with the ex- 
ception of Argentines, which caused some 
the whole list was stagnant. 
The fact that the bank rate was not low- 
ered was a disappointment. Money has 
been in strong demand. 

Manchester Cloth Market. 

Manchester, May 3.—The busifiess on 


thé cloth market was steadier last week, 


with increasing inquiry and a larger 
turnover. This was perhaps most no- 
ticeable in China goods, upon which the 
rapid and important advance in the rate 
of exchange is expected to have event- 
ually a beneficial effect. Business with 
India was unsatisfactory, being restrict- 
ed by the plague. Inquiry, however, was 
somewhat improved. Orders of a mis- 
cellaneous character continue to be placed 


in South America.

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AMERICAN BOOKS 
PLEASES ENGLAND 


Special Correspondence. 

London, April 22.—Not one of the books 
published in London - during the last 
month thas been praised more heartily by 
reviewers than that mixture of American 
wit and “horse sense,’ ‘‘Letters from a 
Self-Made Merchant to His Son,’ which 
recent reports from the United States de- 
scribes as one of the best six sellers 
there. This book's flattering reception in 
England—where ‘ts vigorous, slangy style 
might have been expected to disturb read- 
ers a little—is worth recording because it 
comes as another instance toward the 
refutation of the stock theory that there 
is no public in this country for an Ameri- 
can book. The fact of the matter seems 
to be, that when an American book is 
really “good stuff'’ it is almost, if not 
quite, as likely to be a success here as 
at home. It is true that many a book that 
has been a “good seller’ across the At- 
lantic falls down over here, and the ex- 
planation that is given usually is that the 
novel in question was ‘“‘too local’ to ap- 
peal to the British public. But in nine 
cases out of ten the book's “‘popularity’’ 
at home was the result of seductive and 
tireless advertising, and its fate here the 
thing that was to be expected, in the ab- 
sence of such “‘booming.’’ As a matter of 
fact, the “atmosphere” of an American 
book worries an English reader little, if 
any, more than that of a book describing 
life in this country would confuse an 
American. “David Harum” was one of 
the most “‘local’’ books ever written, but 
I never have talked with one of its thou- 
sands of English readers whom it had not 
pleased. The appreciative reviews of 
every new ‘“‘Dooley”’ book published in 
this country are a revelation to Ameri- 
cans who live here. “Calumet K.” by 
Merwin and Webster, made an immense 
hit here because that rousing story of the 
building of a grain elevator was worth a 
round dozen of either “sanice Meredith” 
or “Richard Carvel,”’ which were failures 
in England. “McTeage,” and “The Octo- 
pus’ were read with delight in this coun- 
try, and the English estimates of ‘The 
Pit’’ were not less favorable than those 
published in its author's own country. It 
is true that an English publisher, not 
long ago, started a series of American 
novels and was obliged to discontinue it. 
but it is true. too, that the books selecte] 
for publication therein, with one or two 
exceptions, were far from up to the mark. 
Naturally books like those of George Ade 
and “Chimmie Fadden's” author, which 
are made up almost wholly of Americar 
slang, are not understood over here, but 
for the sort of book that makes a real. 
and not a log-rolling hit at home there 
awaits in this country a hearty welcome, 
and the delight that has been manifested 
here over the admonitions of the shrewd 
old Chicago pork-packer to his festive 
heir make the sit#ation more than ever 
apparent.

The delegates reached Atlanta 
over the Southern, the regular vestibule 
train of that road having been run in 
three sections to accommodate the extra 
travel. Part of the run down from Wash- 
ington was made at the rate of fiftv-three 
miles an hour, Engineer William O'Neil 
being in charge of the engine, and the ves- 
tibule made up a lot of lost time belwecn 
Greenville, S. C.. and Atlanta. Arriving in 
this city, the delegates were put on the 
Atlanta and West Point's long train and 
started on their. way to the Crescent 
City. 

A large crowd gathered at 
aepot before the train pulled out. and 
many others stood on the viaduct and 
Kazed at the monster collection of Pull- 
mans. The line of splendid coaches ex- 
tended from Pryor street to Piedmont av- 
enue, a distance of three hundred and 
twenty-six vards and two feet.

NAVY'S CHAMPION 


THE ALABAMA 


She Has Beaten the Records 
of the Navies of the World 
at Target Firing. 


(From The New York World.) 
Tnree battle ships of the north 
Atlantic squadron—the Kearsarge, | fly- 
ing the flag of Kear Amirali A. 
S. Barker; the Alabama, Captain Charles 
H. Davis, proudly displaying the new 


tice of all the navy, and probably of the 
world, and the Iowa, arrived yesterday. 
They were back from the southern drill 
grounds and a long practice cruise. 

The Alabama's trophy flag is new to the 
naxy. She nas beaten, so far as all 
known records show, the navies of the 
world at target practice. A short time 
ago the secretary of the navy directed 
that a pennant of a new design should be 
presented to the banner ship to be held 
until some other vessel wins it tg superior 
marksmanship. It is a large red pennant, 
with a black ball on it. 

This is the third straight victory of 
the Alabama. First she took the prize 
for coaling in the quickest time—258 8-10 
tens in one hour. Next, the Alabama cap- 
tured. the speed record from Hampton 
Roads to Culebra. Third, she stood first 
in target practice. The records of the con- 
testants are Alabama, 50.9; Massachusetts, 
50.3; Illinois, 55.2; Indiana, 49.2; Iowa, 46.1; 
Kearsarge, 45.5; Texas, 39.3. 

Steaming at ten knots, and at a distance 
sf 1,600 yards, the Alabama’s gunners 
put twelve 12-inch shells through the 
target without a single miss. This is 
supposed to be better than the champion 
battle shin Ocean, of the channel squad- 
ron, did when it won the world’s record 
on the Asiatic station. 

The Kearsarge, Alabama and Iowa will 
be here about ten days for repairs at 
the navy yards, The fleet last fall went 
for maneuvers to Culebra, where were 
assembled during the Venezuelan flurry 
ships from the principal navies of the 
world. Then the ships sailed to Pensacola 
for the target practice. Aftey this they 
had a snort review before Admiral Dewey 
eff the Virginia capes.

®*“I have come to you as your brother 
in the gyeat human family of God—for 
we are all his children by creation. I 
hope we may become brothers in the Di- 
vine family of which Jesus Christ ts tne 
elder brother.’’ 

_ He then related how, with his wife, 
he’had been led to give up his pastorate 
to work for the friendless classes. 

“We found,” he said, “that the hearts 
of the people turned tenderly toward the 
homeless child, pulsated in sympathy for 
the drunkard and responded to the ap- 
peal for the lost girl, but when the pris- 
oner was wentioned their faces srew 
cold and turned away. This led us, after 
much prayer and inquiry as to our Lord's 
leading, to take up the cause of the pris- 
oner, ‘to labor for his reform while in 
the prison and be to him a first friend 
and helper after his release.’ en 

He then explained the meaning of the 
pledge used in the prison leagues at the 
Societies for the Friendless. The mem- 
bers of these leagues promise to accept 
Jesus Christ as Lord and Savior; to keep. 
and comply with the prison rules; to 
aid the officers in maintaining prison dis- 
cipline, and wheri they are released to 
enter some honest employment or occu~ 
pation and become helpful and upright 
members of society. He also explained 
the relation of the prison league to the 
Christian Endeavor Society, stating that 
arrangements are under way for the 
union of the league and the endeavor 
movement in the prisons of the United 
States. He commended the excellent ap- 
pearance of the prison and its superiority 
over many he has visited, and was 
especially pleased with the numerical 
strength and evidence of prosperity of 
the Christian Endeavor Society. ’ 

Mr. Fredenhagen will visit the prison 
again on Thursday next in company with 
President Francis E) Clark, of the United 
Society of Christian Endeavor, who -is 
expected on that Cay. 
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At St. Mark church Dr. Alonzo Monk, 
the pastor, preached at the morning hour, 
from the text John xix, 18: “They crucified. 
Him and two other with him, on either 
side one and Jesus in the midst.” 

He said substantially: 

“The recitation of the great tragedy of 
Calvary always is due the widest and 
deepest interest. Attention, reverence and 
careful hearing should mark the stirring 
statements of the sacred page. 

‘Had the victim of Calvary,_been an 
ordinary man, we would note eat) deta‘! 
of the awful story. The death of our 
blessed Lord and the cruel treatment that 
brought it about should stir us to the very 
depths. A contemplation, of the scene in- 
spires us with the high and holy themes 
that cluster about the tragic occurrence | 
cn Golgotha’s ruggéd granite brow, and 
should lead us’ to nopler luring and to 
greater effort in the ‘promotion of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. The purpose of it 
all is, not to edify or entertain, although 
it alweys does hold our interest, but to lift 
us up and to save us from sin. 

“The suffering. of ‘a wrong does not 
move us as tne suffering of an innocent 
and pure man. Here was the Son of God 
who was being put_to death, without 
cause. He was crucified simply because 
He claimed to s»e mopre than the Jews 
were willing to accord to Him. The cross 
was the maximwm of torture and cruelty 
devised by the Roman. 

‘‘No man who ever livee or died had the 
capacity .for suffering that Jesus Christ 
had. The greater His power of endurance 
the greater the fecling of pain. The bod- 
ily pain was not to be compared with His 
mental suffering. Not content with tha 
ordinary: shame of the cross, the Roman 
added insult by placing a thief upon either 
hand, as if to say, ‘This is the company 
which this man keeps and thus shall he 
be known.’ : 

‘‘Jeus did not have to die to accomplish 
His mission. It was not the crisis of the 
martyr who must die or deny his cause. 
It was a free-will offering. We should 
not lack appreciation of what took piace 
for us cn Calvary. The last thing we will 
do for another is to suffer. Calvary was 
not a commercial transaction, not a suh-. 
stitution of the Lord in our stead to 
save us frem a similar punishment, It 
was the establishment of a basis upon. 
which man could be raised up to sonship 
with God and be redeemed ,from the 
degradation of sin that was dragging 
cown God’s children... The blood shed then 
was for the cleansing and the healing of 
the nations.”’ 

The celebration of the Lord’s Supper 
held at the close of the service followed 
clcsely upon the lines of the sermon, The 
memorial of the Lord’s death was ob- 


~served reverentln Almost the entire con- 


gregation partook of the elements. 
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The sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
was’ administered at the conclusion of 
the morning service :at Moore Memorial 
church yesterday. Dr. A. R. Holderby, 
the pastor, preached on the _ subject, 
“Uniting with the Church.” His text 
was Zachariah, viii, 2: “We will go 
with you, for we have heard that God is 
with you.” fe 

Dr. Holderby said in substance: 

“Every Christian should cast in his lot 
with the people of God. There are no 
doubt many people who are Christians 
who have not united with the church. 
And there are gertainly many in the 
church who have never truly accepted 
Cnrist, 

“The. outward act of uniting with the 
church does not save, nor is it a sign 
that because a man is in the church that 
he is a Chrigtian. But while it is true 
that a man may be a Christian without 
the external connection with the church, 
yet it is clearly the duty of all who 
have reason to believe that they are 
Christians to come out from the world 
and unite with the church and thereby 
show their colors. ‘Come out from 
among them and be yet separate from the 
world, saith the Lord.’ 

“To come into the church’ is one way 
in- which Christians are to be separate 
from the world. Draw the line. Those 
who have received Christ as their Savior 
Should comé into the church. , 

“First. Because they need the church, 
Every man needs the church. The ordi- 
nances of the church are sO Many Means 
of grace to the Christian. No Christian 
can grow and develop in his spiritual! 
life unless he is in the church. Christian 
fellowship is absolutely necessary for 
growth in the spiritual life. 

“Second. Every Christian should unite 
with the church because God requires 
His people to confess Him before men. 
This is one way by which we confess 
Christ. Covena vows and obligations 
of the Christian ‘should be made publicly. 
God wants no silent partners in His_busi- 
ness. He who professes to love Christ 
must confess Him openly before the world. 

“Third., The Christian needs the synt- 


There is no sympathy and help like that 
which is in the church. The church is 
our spiritual hospital in which we are 
to be treated for our spiritual infirmities. 
We are, spiritually sick. We are. to 
minister to one another and to help one 
anéther in our spiritual life. 

“Fourth. The Christian can be more 
useful in the church than out of it. There 
is work we can do in the church which 
we cannot do out of it. I doubt if 
can save souls if we are out of the 
church.. The church id God’s appointed 
instrument in the world for the adminis- 
tration of His ordinances, for the preach- 
ing of the gospel and for the ingathering 
of souls into His kingdom. The man 
who remdins out of the church and says 
that he will be independent of all church 


thority of Jesus Christ. 

‘Every Christian must belong to some 
organization of God's people and be un- 
der the jurisdiction and discipline of 
some recognized church authority. But 
you doubtless ask the question as to 
what particular branch of God’s church 
you should join. And that is an im- 
portant question. It does make a differ- 
ence as to what church we are in. Many 
a Christian is in the wrong church. 
Many do not believe the. doctrines of 
the church to which they belong, and 
hence are not in sympathy with their 
brethren. 

“In seeking. —church fellowship, each 
man should ask himself the question, 
‘Which is the best chureh for me? All 
may be good, but in which church can 
I best glorify Christ? The man who 
unites with any church for base and 
selfish motives is a hypocrite. He insults 
Jesus Christ, and if the charge can be 
proven he ought to be excommunicated. 
No man is a Christian who unites with 
the church from mercenary motives or 
for the purpose of securing.social starid- 
ing.”. Such a man is guilty of ‘stealing 
the livery of heaven to serve the devil 
in.’ Let him be put out as a blasphemer 
and a hypocrite. If God were to decide 
to clean out His church it is likely that 
one-half of the membership -would have to 


try.”’ 
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Rev. Dr. H. S. Bradley, pastor of Trin- 
ity Methodist Episcopal church, delivered 
a fine sermon on the text, “Thy will be 
done on earth as it is in heaven,” and 
gave an exposition of the different mean- 
ings put into those words.

The sermon was from the text, Philip- 
pians iii, 13-14: ‘Forgetting those things 
which are behind and reaching for.in 
unto those things which are before, I[ 
press toward the mark for the prize of 
the high calling of God in Christ Jesus.”’ 

The discourse dealt with the past en- 
deavogs to establish Universalism in At- 
lanta; of the small beginning, the diffi- 
culties which had been encountered, the 
progress made and the ends accomplished 
up to this time. The preacher indicated 
that there were some things to be for- 
gotten, but many more to be held in most 
sacred memory, and showed that the abil- 
ity to cast out of mind things disagree- 
able, but,;to remember the lessons there- 
from, is the master-art of life.

Here Soc- 
rates, drink this poison hemlocle and die! 
Here Kossuth,. linger and wither in ban- 
ishment from the land you wish to de- 
liver! Here Winkelreid, spread wide 
thine arms and receive the ten spears that 
terminated thy life! Here Warren fall 
and shed your blood to baptize the col- 
onial soil in the struggle against Brit- 
ish tyranny! Here, Maid of Orleans, your 
valor and vour virtue shall not save you 
from the fagot’s flame of death. 

“Is It religious liberty? A Mayflower 
must brave the wind and wave with its 
little company from the Old World and 
Roger Williams must be cast ovt in the 
New World. ‘ 

“Is it a new for f faith, or the re- 
formation of an olone?

CHARITY HAS WIDE FIELD 
IN THIS ‘NEW DEPARTMENT 
. % 


» 


N the issue of Charities, which war 
| published in New York yesterday, there 

appears an interesting article on the 
tenement house department of New York, 
a new departt{nent which was established 
Jenuary 1, {902, and began it's active work 
August 1 of the same year. The story 
of the work of this department and the 
important reforms it has been able to 
bring about, will appeal to delegates to 
the National Conference of Charities and 
Corrections, which meets in Atlanta this 
week; especially so in view of the fact 
that Robert W. de Forest, commissioner 
of the department, is president of the 
Atlanta conference. 

It is largely due to Mr. de Forest and 
Lawrence Veiller, first deputy commis- 
sioner, that the department has been so 
successfully built up along lines which 
have no counterpart in this country or 
abroad. Mr. de Forest is a millionaire, 
and ae president of the Charity Organi- 
zation Society has for years devoted con- 
siderable time and money to charities 
and practical philanthropy. He wil] be 
one of the most interesting figures at the 
approaching conference, the experience 
he has obtained having been of a most 
practical nature. : 

Extracts from the story of New York's 
new department, for advance proofs of 
which The Constitution @ indebted ito 
Paul WU. Kellogg, assistant editor of 
Charities, follow: 

“It was a year ago in January that 
housing reform came to its own in New 
York with the creation of the tenement 
house department. The sixteen months 
which have intervened have seen the func- 
tioning of a new municipal organism, 
youngest in point of years of the city 
departments, and blocked out along lines 
which have had no clear prototype else- 
where. Attacks on the vital features of 
the law which instituted it, have been 
sugeessfully met before two legislatures, 
a staff of over three hundred employees, 
many of them experts, have been knit 
into.a working whole, broad lines of ad- 
ministrative policy have been laid down, 
and initial results which in -themselvcs 
are. comprehensive, give large promise 
ofthe future. bs : 

“Of what has heen already accomplished 
in a practical way no more striking evi- 
dence could be offered than the gousing 
Support from the dwellers of the tene- 
ments themselves during the recent agi- 
tation—mass meetings and janitor so- 


cieties and settlements were one in hold- 
ing up the hands of the administration. 


é

And of what remains to be accomplished 
—the amount of labor which has been 
undertaken—an estimate can be = had 
when it is saidythat there are at present 
about 42,000 tenements in’ Manhattan 
atone. Bach house must be inspected and 
reported on, and the system inaugurated 
in the department is so perfect that the 
history of any tenement can be obtained 
immediately from the records. 

“The main office of the department is 
at 61 Irving Place in the borough of 
Manhattan, with branch offices at 44 Court 
Street in the borough of Brooklyn (this 
being the office also for Queens and Rich- 
mond), and another branch office in the 
borough of the Bronx at 2806 and 2808 
Third avenue. The force at the present 
time numbers 360 employees: One com- 
missioner, two deputy commissioners, 
three segretaries to commissioner and 
deputies, two superintendents, one regis- 
trar, one assistant registrar, five chief in. 
spectors, one plain examiner, one exam- 
iner, eighty-five clerks, one messenger, 
five notice servers, fourteen stenogra- 
phers and typewriters, forty-three type- 
writing copyists, two switchboard opera- 
tors, one photographer, thirteen office 
boys, nine supervising inspectors and 170 
inspectors. 


Officers of Department. 


“The officers are Robert W. de For- 
est, commissioner; Lawrence Veiller, first 
deputy commissioner; 
second ‘deputy commissioner; Harry G. 
Darwin, superintendent; John B. Dunck- 
lee, superintendeyt; Charles B. Ball, chief 
inspector of tenements; John A. Lee, 
chief inspector of tenements: Francis §. 
Kennedy, chief inspector of tenements: 
James Sweeney, chief inspector of tene- 
ments; William R. Patterson, registrar of 
records; Kate H. Claghorn, assistant reg- 
trar of records. 

“The department was created because of 
the fact that the responsibility for the 
care of tenement houses in the city was 
in the past divided between four dif- 
ferent departments: The health depart- 
ment, the building department, the fire 
department and the police department. 
Each one of these departments was also 
charged with many other duties, so that 
there was both a divided responsibility 
and, therefore, a shifting of responsibilily 
between the different departments, with 
the result that the tenement houses only’ 
received partial attention because of oth- 
¢r important activities of these branches 
of the city government. ae 

“The department has the rights, powers 
and duties formerly possessed by the 
health department with regard {6 sanita- 
ry inspection of tenement houses, It also 
is charged with the duty of inspecting 
new tenement houses In regard to their 
light and ventilation and the enforcement. 
of the tenement house law, this. work

“In addition to these duties the depart- 
ment is also charge@ with the responsi- 
bility for the. prevention’ of the encum- 
brance of fire escdpes and for the restric- 
tion of certain dangerous trades in tene- 
men, houses, bakeries). etc. 

Conditions ‘Deplorable. , 

“The conditions which ‘the inspections of 
the department.’ faye’ disclosed’ are in 
many cases beyond @esctiption, and’ some 
are incomprehensible to the average per- 
son. who has. not had occasion to go into 
the. tenement hotise: district.. Even to 
those who are: familiar’ with tenement 
house conditions ‘tha results of: these in- 
spections have been a revelation, because 
few persons—among. them, tenement 
dwellers themselves=nhave looked into 
the questions of plumbing, or -haye had 
much occasoin to inspect: cellars, -water 
closets, privies and other similar, places. 
“The department finds that conditions 
are most deplorable in many parts of the 
city, that many houses are kept in filthy 
and indescribable condition, that there 
are vast accumulations, of rubbish and all 
sorts of indescribable filth in tMe*cellars 
and other parts of the: premises, that 
some of the conditions: in regard to 
plumbing are: of- gerious. danger to the 
nealth of the occttpants of the house, 
Where the department finds ‘conditions of 
this Kind it serves a ‘twenty-four-hour 
notice’ upon the owner; requiring him to 
immediately. remedy the conditions, In 
the most serious cases where the owner 
does not promptly comply with the re- 
quirements, steps are at once taken t 
have the building vacated, : 

Many Buildings Vacated. 

“Quite a number of buildings have so 
far been vacated by the department, This 
generally brings the owner to a sense of 
the necessity of keeping his house in a 
proper and sanitary condition, and the 
department has already achieved - very 
satisfactory results in this direction. 

“Until the tenement house department 
made the investigations which it has car- 
ried on since last August, and which are 
now nearly completed, no one knew how 
many such dark uninhabitable rooms 
there were in the city. ,While it has 
not completed this investigation, the de- 
partment has found up to the present 
time over 325,000 of such dark interior 
rcoms without a window of any kind, 
and without means of’ light and ventila- 
tion; 200,000 of these rooms are in Man- 
hattan and 125,000 in Brooklyn. 

“One of the interesting branches of the 
departmental -work: js its treatment of 
citizens’ compleints. The’ metho® of 
handling complaints is quite distinctive 
of. the new and. progressive ideas of the 
department as perhaps any other phase 


of its work.

him. . 

The fact that he was afflicted with 

smaHpox instead of Dengue came out 
and last night Dr. Fales wert north to 
treat him. Mr. Goodhart is believed to 
have contracted the discase in the dis- 
charge of his duties in going over the 
province after the natives and Chinese, 
who: are trying to evade the industrial 
tax. : 
His condition is so serious that his re- 
covery is not expected. Mr. Goodhart 
was stationed in Atanta in the pay dec- 
partment of the army during the Span- 
ish-American war, and later ordered to 
Washington, from. there to Manila, later 
being appointed to treasurer of the above 
province. His many friends will regret 
te hear of his severe illness.
